Are We Heading Into 


A General Strike? 


Herbert Stephens told me yester- 


day that the most distressing part 
about the lire which destroyed the 
Blevins Methodist church at 3 in 
the morning was, "When we got 
there it was just a little fire in the 
steeple, but it spread and burned 
down the whole church while we 
stood and looked on — not being 
able to do a thing. .If the fire had 
really been under way by the time 
we got there wo wouldn't have felt 
so bad." 


Lightning hit, the church steeple 


—an almost inaccessible spot for 
fire-fighters. 


I don't know whether the same 


thought has occurerd to you, but 
when you collect' the various items 
about industrial walkouts across 
the country — either real or threat- 
ing — and attempt to put them to- 
gether, you come up -with what 
looks like a picture of a general 
strike. 


A general strike is different from 


a mere dispute over wages or work- 
ing conditions. A general strike is 
a conspiracy in which the unions 
not only tie up a nation-wide in 
dustry but attempt to halt all manu 
facture and transport. In a general 
strike, Labor, which ought to be 
the staunchest defender of the 
democratic processes of govern- 
ment, decides to defy the very gov- 
ernment it helped to elect — and 
attempts the role of dictator.

come about, nor am I sure it is 
actually threatening. But the facts

Every general strike has failed, 


whether in this country or abroad. 


Back in the 1920s Labor elected 


a British government under the 
iate Ramsay 
MacDonald, 
then 


brought the house down on itself 
by calling a general strike 7- which 
MacDonald quickly suppresed, even 
though it cost him his party affil- 
iation and later the prime minister 
ship. 


In our own country the late Presi- 


dent Calvin Coolidge first sprang 
into the national spotlight when, as 
governor of Massachusetts, he call- 
ed out state troops and put down an 
incipient general strike which start- 
ed with a walkout of Boston police- 
men. 


This is the record oE general 


strikes, and no union wants any 
part of it. Most reckless of the 
leaders is John L. Lewis (who, 
however, also has the toughest in- 
dustry to deal with) — and his sour 
example may be the very thing 
which will keep the rest of organiz- 
ed labor 2Ooler than yu might 
suppse in these restless times.

than $10,000,000 in Formosa before 
June 30. But about $28,000,000 will 
be available if needed.

Revival in 
Full Swing at 
Little College 
Whcaton, 111., Feb. 10 —(/P)— A 


marathon prayer meeting at little 
Wheaton college ended today after 
38 consecutive hours. 


The revival, begun unexpected- 


ly Wednesday night during one of 
the. regular semi-annual week long 
evangelistic services, had swept the 
campus. Some 1,500 students and 
110 faculty members at the non- 
sectarian Fundamentalist Protest- 
ant school joined in the prayer 
service. 


More than 900 were present in 


the Pierce Memorial chapel when 
Dr. V. Raymond Edman, president 
of the college, called the public 
testimonial to a close. 


Classes were to resume 
at 
11 


a.m. 


Dr. Edman halted the revival to 


avoid 'sensationalism." 
He 
told 


the students that 'outsiders might 
think the revival had become too 
showy." He permitted some 50 to 
continue their testimonials in 
a 


smaller room nearby. These were 
expected to end befor noon. 


A collge spokesman said 
the 


students were happy with the re- 
sults of their demonstration 
and 


'felt 
the Lord had 
dealt with 
them." 


Nearly all of the students had 


stepped up to the pulpit at least 
once and confessed their sins and 
testified that the spirit oi the Lord 
had cleansed their souls. 


Many students returned for the 


second 
and 
third 
testimonials. 


Some had waited as long as nine 
hours to walk to the pulpit to de- 
scribe their little errors of life and 
ask forgiveness. 


Gil Dodds, the famous milor who 


quit the track to preach the gospel 
and teach track at the 87-year-old 
college, was reported away from 
the campus. 


The trek to the pulpit started 


Wednesday night. 
The non-stop 


prayer session started unexpected- 
ly during one of the regular semi- 
annual week long evangelistic serv- 
ices at the college. The school of- 
fers a liberal arts course, includ- 
ing considerable bible study and 
a master's degree in theology. 


The Rev. Edwin S. Johnson, Se- 


attle evangelist, was to have ad- 
dressed the students. It was 26 
hours later that he did address the 
students. Before introducing him, 
Dr. V. Raymond Edman, president 
of the college, asked if there were 
any students whose testimony could 
not wait. 


Shortly before striking the Blev- 


ins Methodist church, causing it to 
burn to the ground, lightning play- 
ed astonishing tricks at the J. A. 
May home on Red River, south of 
Hope, about 1 a. m. yesterday. 


Here is the account as given by 


Mr. May:

sleeping in two double-beds in a 
bedroom on the south side of the 
large plantation home. 


A bolt of lightning knocked out 


the double-window casings, shat- 
tered glass all over the room and 
threw a 1 by 6 by 3 plank across 
the sleeping couple. 


Both Mr. -and Mrs. Nelson were 


stunned and 
the 
daughter was 


knocked unconscious and lightning 
set fire t the m'atress on which 
she slep. Mr. Nelson revived in 
time to put out the blaze. 


Mr. Nelson received minor lacer- 


ations, his wife and daughter es- 
caped injury. 


Mr. and Mr.1;. Tillman 


brother-in-law and sister 


Jones, 
of 
Mr. 


Nelson were sleeping in a bedroom 
on the northeast side of the house 
and were awakened by a blast 
which they described as "like a 
charge of dynamite." They told 
of seeing balls 
of 
fire playing 


around the house. 


Later they discovered the win- 


dow weights were blown from both 
windows and 
one 
weight was 


burned completely into, and the 
iron-bedstead on which the little 
girl slept was seortched in several 
places.
